The International Astrophotographic Congress (1889) and a 
Visit to Certain European Observatories, etc. 

Under this title Lieut. Winterhalter, U. S. N., has printed a 
report of some 350 pages as Appendix I to the Washington Astronom- 
ical Observations for 1885. It is divided into three principal parts. 
Part I relates to the Transactions of the International Astrophoto- 
graphic Congress, and is a useful English translation and summary 
of what has already been printed in the Bulletin of the Congress. 
Part II contains Notes of a Visit to Certain European Observatories, 
etc., together with admirable illustrations of some of the more im- 
portant buildings and instruments ; and Part III relates to Sundry 
Astronomical and Nautical Constructions and Processes. 

The volume is mentioned here on account of its Part II, which 
gives an excellent general idea of the present state of many of the 
principal observatories in Europe, and which will be interesting to 
any of the members of the Society who can see it, if only to compare 
the constructions and designs there described with those with which 
they are fainiliar on Mount Hamilton. 

Through the kindness of Captain McNair, Superintendent of 
the U. S. Naval Observatory, we have received permission to have 
electrotypes made from some of the cuts which illustrate this work, 
and it is the intention of the Committee on Publication to reproduce 
some of the more interesting pictures in the Publications A. S. P., 
from time to time, accompanied by very brief descriptions. In 
this way some of the excellent results of Lieut. Winterhalter's 
report will be made available to all the members of the Society.
